Your memoralist, a momber of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, and now 
an exilein the state of Illinois, begs leave, 
most respectfully to represent to your honora- 
ble body, that he was born in the state of Penn 

‘wylvent«, on the 10th of February, A. D, 1793, 

in Alleghany county, sad township of Saint 

Clair,that he continued his peemanent residence 

in said state until the year 1825, when be mov- 

ed into the state of Ohio. Ia 1831, he wen 
into the state of Missouri, and in connexion 
with other members of ssid Church of Jesus 

Christ of Latter Day Saints, became the owne: 

of real estate in the couaty of Jackson, in enid 

state; but by reason of the violence of a formi- 
ble mob, and the unwillingness of the su- 
therities of Missour to protect your memorislis’, 
and those connected with bim, in the poses 
jon of their rights, they were forbidden the 
privilege of enjoying belt property, or receiv. 
ing eny benefit therefrom; that in the month 
of April, 1838, your memoralist moved with 
his family into the Sate of Missouri, into 
Caldwell county, and Secame the owner of re- 
al estate in the said county of Caldwell, wich- 
out however being privileged to enjoy the ben- 
efit of his lands in Jackson county. All the 
lands owned by your memorialist and his breth- 
ren, in Jackson county, were purchased from 
the United States, fur which payment hed been 
made in full; the benefits of which p»ymen' 
the United States now enjoy, end bar, ever 
since the purchase. There hada large num 

‘ber of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 

Saints tettled in Caldwell county, at the time 

your memorialist went inte that county, as also 

many in Davies ccunty, in said state. W. 

commenced building houses, and improving! 

our lands; building mills and other machinery, 
for our mutual benefi:; quietly and peaceably 

“enjoying our new homer, and using much in- 

dustry and economy, to render the desolate 

“waste, whither we hed been driven, a pleasant 

habitation for man. The toils of the day, were 

followed by the sound of the hammer, th 
noise of the plane, and the hum of the wheel, 
st night. Day and night all was busile, al! 
was stir; every hour of the dey, end many of 
the night, brought forth the fruits of industry, 
for the benefit of the settlers, and added addi- 
tional improvement, beauty and comfort to our 
new homes. Our social circles, however, were 
not unfrequently disturbed by the tcars and 
sebbings of some disconsolate widow, or the 
weeping ofsome bereaved orphan, bewailing 
the loss of a husband ora father, who had fa). 
len u victim to the violence to the Jackson and 
Clay county mobs. Jackson county was the 
place of our choice, and nothing but vielenée| 
could have caused our people to leave it. Their 
hearts were set upon it, and all their feelings 
associated with that place, as the future home 
themselves and thei: posterity, The location 
in Caldwell and Davies counties, was only 
«nade by our people, by reason of violence and 
dawlees outrages committed upon them. It was 
always received by us asa place of exile, and 
not of choice, and in dispite of all our efforts, 
at cheerfulness, at times, the mind would be 
almost overwhelmed with melancholy, and we 
would eay in our hearts, and often with our

W here is the liberty they purchased with their 
bidod? Filed! ales, fled!! but we hope not for 
ever. 

But the wants cf our families would dissi- 
pate our feelings; we would engage in the la- 
bors of the day, and the toils of the night, with 
untiring perseverance, and struggle with al! 
the powersof both mind and body, to render 
our families comfortable, and make our homes 
pleasant. Butalas! this privilege was not al- 
lowed us. Our quiet industry, and untiring 
perseverance soon awakened the jealousy of our 
enemies, and the cry went forth, that if the 
Mormons (se they called us) were let alone, 
Caldwell county would, in five years, be the 
most wealthy aad populous coenty inthe state. 
This our enemies could not endure; anda reg- 
ular system ef mobocracy, of violence, and 
plunder, was formed to check us in our course 
do wealth and greainess, as our enemies sup- 
posed: and, indeed, they had some reason to 
think so; for an extent of improvement had 
been made in this temote and wild region, in 
the space ofa few months, which had not par- 
allel in the history of our western settlements. 
and I strongly doubt whether any where else. 

This banditti of marauders increased in num- 
bere and violence, until by device and strata- 
gem, duplicity and falsehood, they got the au- 
thorities of the state to interfere, and aid them 
in their diabolical purposes; and the then Gov- 
ernor of the state, Lilbeta W. Boggs, actually 
cent a large military force into the county, with 
orders to exterminate ve and confiscate our 
property; or such was the authority the com- 
manders of the military array claimed, by yir- 
tue of the orcer received from the governor.— 
Suffice it to that our settlements were bro- 
ken up, our towns plundered, our farme laid 
waste, our crops ruined, eur flocks and herds 
either killed or driven away, o ur houses nfied, 
our goods, money, clothing, provisions, and al] 
wo had, carried away; men were shot down 
ie wild beasts, or had their brains dashed 
out; women were insulted and ravished, until 
they died in the hands of their destroyers. Chil- 
dren were killed, while pleading for their livee. 
All intreaties were vain and fruitless; men, 
women ond children, alike, fell vieti ma to the 
violence and cruelty of these roffiane. Men 
moving into the county with their families, 
were shot down; their waggons, teams and 
loading, taken by the p'underers as booty, and 
their wives, with their little ones, ordered out 
of the state forthwith, or suffer death, as had 
their husbends; leaving them ne means of con- 
veyance but their feet, and no means of sub- 
sistence but begging. Soldiers of the revolu- 
tion were slain in the most brutal manner while; 
pleading for their lives, in the name of Ameri- 
cen citizens. Meny were thrown into prison 
to endure the insults of s mock trial, that would 
have disgraced an inquision. This lart part of 
the scene, was doubtless designed to meke the 
distant public believe, that there was some ex- 
cuse for all this outrege and violence. Among 
the number of those cost into prison, was your 
memorislist, who bad to endete four months 
imprisonment, part of the time in chains. 

To give your honorable body a correct ides 
of the origin of these scenes of cruelty and woe, 
we willhere transcribe the preamble to u set 
of resolutions passed by these plonderers, at 
their first meeting held in Jackson county, for 
the purpose of teking meseures for the expul- 
sion of our people from that county. It is as ful- 
lows: 

“We the undersigned, citizens of Jackson 
county, believing that an important crisis is at 
hand, as regards our civil society, in conse- 
quence of a pretended religious society of peo- 
ple that have settled and are still settling in ow 
county, styling themselves Mormons; and in- 
tending as we do, torid our society, peaceably 
if we can, forcibly if we must, and believing as 
we do, that the erm of the civil !aw does not 
afford us a guaronice, or at least, a sufficient 
one against the eyils which sre vow inflicted 
on us, and seem to be increasing by the said re. 
ligious sect, deem it expedient and of the high- 
est importance to form ourselves a compa- 
ay for the better and easier accomplishment of 
our purpese, which we deem it almost super- 
fluous to say, is justified as well by the law of 
nature, as by the law of self defence.” 

Your honorable body will see by the above, 
that the reason assigned for the formation of 
the company (end this was the first that was 
formed,) was the want of power in the civil 
law io enable them to effect their object. Hear 
their own words—*And believing as we do, that 
the arm of the civil law dors net afford us 3 
gurrantec, or at least d sufficient one against 
the evils which are now inflicted on us.’ What 
were the evils complained of! Strange must be 
the answer, themselves being judges; the exis- 
tence of a religious society among them; a - 
ciety too agsinst which even envy and malice 
themselves could net find an accusation, or fer- 
ret out a lawless impro priety, or one act which 
the laws recognised as crime. For, says the 
complainants, we form ourselves into a com- 
pany, because the laws do not provide for the 
evile which afflict us; or this is iu effect what 
they ay. Ifany individual or individuals of 
said society, or the society as a body, had trans 
greased be laws, had not the state power to 
lawfully inflict the punishmeat due to said of- 
fence? The sequel shows they had. What 
are the facts then of the case, our enemies be- 
ing the judges themselves? They are, thst our 
people had so deported themselves, as to be 
justified by the laws; claiming no rights but 


power beyond the limits set for them by the 
laws of the country; and this was the reason 


company tor oursxpulsion, or at least, they 20 
say. If our people had been transgreesors of 
the laws, no need then, for the people of Jack- 
son county to form themselves into a company 
to drive us from our hemes; they covld have 
done this lawfully; no need of a companys’ 
being formed, ell could have been done with- 
vat, that humanity could have demanded. 

By virtue then of the unholy determination, 
as stated above, ourpeople were attacked, in- 
discriminately, men women and children: their 
houses were rifled; the inmates driven out into 
open fields or wild prairies ; their farms desolat- 
ed; their crops all destroyed; their goods, and 
chattels carried off or otherwise destroyed; 
men were caught, tied up, and whipped, until 
some died in their hands, others had to tie 
handkerchiefs round their bodies to keep their 
bowels from falling out : others were shot 
down ; their wives and little one’s driven from 
their habitation! and this often in the night, 
having nothing but their night clothes on ; their 
houses would be set on fire, and all consumed, 
leaving hundreds of women and little children 


— — 


have cast a shade, and a drk one toc, on the 
character of tho sons of a noble ancestry, for 


upon such cruelties as the acts of virtue oad the 
fatherly chastieements of humanity. 

During the whole progress of thore scenes o. 
cruelty, from the beginning, we petitioned the 
authorities of Missouri for protection and 
redress. Inthe name of Ametican citizens, we 
appealed to their patriotism, to their justice, to 
their humanity, and to their sacred honors; bu! 
they were deaf to our entreaties, and lent a 
jlisthess eat to our petitions. All attempts at 
redress or pretection were vain, and they heed- 
ed us not, until we were exiles in a strange land, 
‘though one (and to its honor be it spoken) 
where we found both friends and a home. 


But since our residence in Illinois, Miseouri has

persceution. Warrants have been sent by the 
governor of Missouri to the goverwor of l'linvis, 
demanding the body of your memorialist, and 


three several warrants have been sent, all of 


thus destitute and naked. wandering bare-footed 
and nearly naked, in the darkness of the night 
and dead of winter, in the fields and open prai- 
ries, without any covering but the heavens, or 


any bed but the earth; and their condition so 


terrible that they might be followed by their 
blood, which flowed from their lacerated and 
bleeding feet. Females in this heart rending 
condition, gave birth to children, in the open 
air, and exposed to the inclemencies of the win- 
ter. The consequences were that many sicken- 
ed and many died. And ifwe ask, why all 
this abuse? the answer must be, because the 
people had not transgressed the laws; if they 
had, their persecutors would have punished 
them by the laws: but they had not done it, 
and for this cause they must suffer all the cru- 
elties which the most inhuman barbar.ty could 
invent. The lands which your memorialist 
and his brethren had purchased from the general 
government, and on which large improvements 


ties of Illinois; and yet they cease not their 
‘persecution. Our people are kidnapped, and 
‘carried into Missouri, and there insulted and 
\whipped (as many have been) and cast into 
prison, and left to get out as they ceuld. Al! 
this without the forms of trial. Missouri is by 
these brutal means endeavouring to make the 
public think that they have cause for this ber- 
barity. But, let me ask your honorable body, 
what excuse can be pled fer euch inhuman bar- 
barity and brutal recklessness! Let me farther 
ask the attention of your honorable body to the 
fact, that all the before desciibed outrages were 
committed by a body of men calling theineelves 
militia, called out by order of the goveraor for 
the professed object of sceing that the laws 
were kept, and their supremacy maintained. 
Such was their pretended object, and unde: 
this cover they put at defiance the laws of both

have us all massacred or driven into exile; a- 
gain taking all we had, and holds it till this 
day; and all this because we were not law!ess 
and disobedient. For if the laws had given 
them a sufficient gurantee against tho evils 


complained of by the existence of our religious 


society among them, then would they have had 
recourse to the laws. If we had been trans 
gressors of law, our houses would not have been 
rifled, our women ravished, our farms desolated, 
and our goods and chatiles destroyed ; our men 
killed, car wives and childrem driven into the 
the prairies, and made to suffer all the indig- 
nities that the most brutal barbarity could in- 
flict, but would only bave had to suffer that 
which the laws would inflict, which were 
founded in justice, framed in righteousness, 
and administered in humanity. But scourged 
by this banditti, without the forms of law, and» 
according to their own decoration, in violation 
of all law, or the principles of humanity, we 
were doomed to suffer all kinds of eruelty which 
barbarity or inhumanity could invent. And 
they have gtavely told the werd that they 
deem it almost superfluous to say that their 
cause was justified, os well by the law of na- 
ture as by the lawofself defence. Now, in the 
name of all humanity, what law of nature jus 
tified, or law_of self defence required the inflic- 
tion of such shameless cruelties!

Aumost Perretuat Morion.—We 
copied a 3 recently describ- 
ing a twelve month Clock exhibited at 
the Fan of the New York Institute, 
the invention of Mr. Crane. We 
possess a townsman, whose powers 
of invention in this line of art, far 
surpasses the ingenuity of Mr. Crane. 
rancis Stein, clock and watch ma- 
ker in Meeting street, opposite the 
United States Court House, had ma- 
aulactured in Charlestou, only a year 
ago, a clock that ran for one year 
without winding up; this clock was 
its own pendulum, and gave on its 
face, the times at London, I'aris and 
Charleston. It was rafled out for six- 
ty chances, at five dollars each, and is 
now in England. 
Mr. Stein is working at present on 
a clock which is moved by aspring, 
and can also be propelled by weight; 
it has only four wheels, and its mech- 
anism is very simple; it makes only 
4 3-4 evolutions during the term of 
ten rete and need not be wound up 
in that time. Mr. Stein avers, that 
if he puts an additional wheel into his 
clock with one hundred teeth, it will 
go one hundred. years without being 
wound up, and nevertheless the whole 
clock wants only five pounds to be 
kept going. 

r. Stein, will have a clock of the 
above description, ready in four months 
time, and will give all friends of curt- 
ous mechanism, an opportunity to 
judge for themselves.—{Charleston 
Patriot.
